1. As you asked, I have obtained from the other Director- 
ates and Heads of Independent Offices their views on the Office 
of Security's recommendation that we discontinue the Agency’s 
combined telephone directory which contains the names of our 
employees. All have concurred with the following exceptions 
which, in our view, can be worked out: 

a. The DDI supports the recommendations but 
points out that OCR currently uses the directory 
for mailing purposes. If they were permitted to 
have a register which would be "tightly controlled 
and, of course, carefully screened for cover and 
other security considerations," they would not 
have a problem. Under these conditions, we believe 
permission for the register should be granted. 

b. The DDO concurs in the recommendation and 
would have us go even further than we had proposed. 

They would have us strike the phrase, "unless 
specifically approved by the Deputy Director con- 
cerned" in paragraph 4b of the Security memo, which 
now reads, "As a matter of official Agency policy, 
the publication of component directories containing 
the names of Agency personnel should be discontinued 
unless specifically approved by the Deputy Director 
concerned." The DDO is concerned lest persons not 
under cover now could be at some future date. 
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c. The DDS§T suggests that the functional 
and organizational directory be published in more 
detail, which is something we will examine prior 
to publishing the new directory. Further, the 
DDS|t has stated a preference for retaining com- 
ponent directories (paragraph 4b of /Security ’ s 
memo) under "a strict accountability system.” A 
copy of the memorandum when approved by you would 
serve to advise the DDS§T of the DyDO’s concerns 
and the reasons that strict accountability must 
be maintained. 

2. Under the conditions outlined above, we request your 
approval to implement Security’s recommendations which are 
contained in the attached memorandui
